DUNCAN’S CONFESSION, 


WHY THE YOUNG AMERICAN TRIED TO KILL BIS 
WIFE IN WALES. 

Lorposx, May 16.—It is stated that Duncan, 
the American who attempted to kill his wife 
in Mount Snowden, Wales, has made a fall 
confession in connection with the tragedy. 
His statements go to show that he contracted 
aunion with a young Scandinavian woman, 
which he afterwards regretted, and, not 
wishing to bring her home with bim to Amer- 
lea, he decided to kill her and conceal the 
body, and then proceed with his return to 
America.

SERIOUS SITUATION AT THE COAL MINES OF THE 
OREGON IMPROVEMENT Co. 

FRAFKLIN, Wash., May 18.—The negro min- 
ers who arrived yesterday to work in the coal 
mines of the Oregon Improvement 00. 
started on their march from the railroad sta- 
tion to the mining camps soon after their ar- 
rival. Including the women and children, 
there are 675 in the party. Seventy-five 

‘armed with Winchesters met the 
train, but before the march of the army of 
laborers began many of them were supplied 
with guns. No attempt to molest the black 
laborers was made, and they were soon placed 
in possession of the houses and tents pro- 
vided for their use near the mines. Many of 
the miners were gathered around the colored 
people, and remarked: ‘‘Look at Corey’s 
biack siaves.’’ 

At the town of Franklin a dead line has 
been established and the white population 
are not allowed to go beyond it. The 
negroes are confined to certain Umits so far 
as possible. Intense indignation prevails on 
account of the presence of the hired guards. 
Ata meeting of citizens last night over two 
hundred were present, about thirty of them 
being negroes. It is claimed by those who 
convicted the meeting that all the negroes 
present stated that they had been brought 
here under false representations and in- 
tended to return. 

Resolutions were passed 4 the 
action of the company in bringing in Begroes 
under armed guard and appealling to Gov. 
Ferry to enforce the of the consti- 
tution which forbids the assembling of armed 
bodies of men.

Thomas McCauley Fatally Stabs Louis

A most brutal assault was made on Eddie 
W. Harris, a boy 15 years of age residing at 
6215 Virginia avenue, between 8 and o'clock 

Young Harris had been at a

to pass them when one of the trio pushed 
him off the sidewalk with enough 
force to cause him to fall in 
the gutter. Harris picked himself up and brist- 
ling with indignation ,asked the men what they 
meut by such an assault. Without offeringany 
explanation they knocked him down and 
kicked him about the street as though he was 
a foot-ball. When they had rendered him 
almost senseless they disappeared. 

Young Harris presented an awful appear- 
ance when he reached his home. He was 
cut and bruised about the head and face and 
his clothing was torn in many places. The 
assault was reported to the police and a de- 
scription of the men furnished. 

ENTIRELY UNPROVOKED. 

Speaking of the assault this morning Har- 
ris said: *‘About 8:15 o’clock last evening as 
I was walking north on Michigan avenue I 
saw three men coming south. AsIwas about 
to pass them I stepped on the curb- 
stone in order to get by 
without touching them, as it seemed to me 
they wanted to occupy the entire side- 
walk. Hardly had my foot touched the 
curbing when one of the men, a 
heavy-set fellow, threw me in the gutter. 
I jumped up and said something about them 
being too smart. With that the fellow set on 
me, striking me in the face. I tell 
to the ground, and the trio then jumped 
on me and beat me into insensibility. 
When I came to, I saw them some distance 
down the street. I gave chase, not to 
overtake them, but with the hope 
of finding a to have 
them arested. As is generally the 
case not an officer could be found, The trio 
saw me again and again jumped at me. I 
struck one a hard blow with my umbrella, 
and although I was bleeding pretty freely 
from the wounds on my face Iran south to 
Robert avenue and sought refugein Harry 
Morple’s house, 7805 South Michigan avenue. 
I told Morple what had happened and had his 
mother not interfered he would have followed 
them up and shotatthem, The fellows then

The English Murder Oase. 


When the case against Cecil Morgan English 
was called inthe Criminal Court this morn- 
ing Attorneys Storts and McGinnis filed a 
motion for a change of venue. Prejudice 
against the defendant on the part of the peo- 
ple of St. Louis was alleged, and, under the 
new law governing motions of such a nature, 
the court was compelled to grant the applica- 
tion without further hearing. 

Cecil Morgan English is under indictment 
for murder inthe first degree. His crime 
wus a particularly bold one and raised public 
indignation toa fever heat at the time of its 
commission, On the afternoon of March 24, 
1890, English boarded a Washington avenue 
street car at Seventeenth street. At Twenty- 
third street Conductor Thomas Fitzgerald 
approached him as he stood on 
the rear platform for the 
purpose of collecting} his fare. Instead he 
received two balls in the body, English draw- 
ing a revolver and shooting him down with- 
outa word ot warning. As Fitzgerald fell 
the frightened passengers, among them sev- 
eral ladies, jumped from the front of the car or 
clambered out through the winaows to the 
street. English, with his smoking revolver 
still in his hand, stepped over the body of his 
victim and ran through the car to the front, 
where he placed the weapon to the driver’s 
head and forced him to gallop his horses for 
more than a mile. By that time Fifth Dis- 
trict police officers were in hot pursuit and 
English was taken after a desperate resist - 


ance. 
It is not yet known to what circuit the case 
will be sent. This afternoon Circuit Attor- 
ney Clover will confer with the attorneys for 
English and an agreement on this point will 
bly be reached.

A LITTLE BOOK OF PSALMS. 


It Proves the Means of Identifying a Dead 

Ohio Soldier. 
ATLANTA, Ga., May 18.—Frank G. McNary of 
New Athens, Harrison County, O., was a 
member of McCready’s company of the One 
Hundred and Twenty-sixth Regiment, Ohio 
Infantry. He was always a brave soldier, 
but after the battle of the Wilderness lin Vir- 
ginia on May 6, 1864, was missing, and was 
never afterwards seen by bis comrades or 
friends. It was thought that he had been 
killed and buried among the unknown dead. 
F. T. Kyle, McNary’s cousin, who now lives 
in Rix Mills, Muskingum County, O., wrote a 
letter to Gen. Gordon of Georgia, who was in the 
battle of the Wilderness on the rebel side, de- 
scri Frank McNary, givingan account of 
his a life and asking whether he had ever 
happened to knowor hear anything about 
him. Gov. Gordon sent the letter to the At- 
lanta Constitution. It thus happened to fall 
under the notice of James H. Baldwin of 
Hanie, Floyd County, Ga., whowas a mem 
ber of Company D, Georgia Volunteers, who 
had been wounded early in the morning of 
the Wilderness battle and hadin his posses- 
sion a little book of psalms in which was 
written on a fiy-leaf, ‘‘To Frank McNary, 
One Hundred and Twenty-sixth Ohio Volun- 
teers, 18664. 

Mr. Baldwin says that after being wounded 
in the thigh early on the morning of the bat- 
the he was carried to the rear and put into 
the field hospital. As the day advanced both 
Union and Confederate soldiers were brought 
there andamong them was a young soldier 
who had received aterrible wound in the 
right breast. Hewas put beside Baldwin, 
who saw that he was suffering terribly and 
did all ne could to relieve him, giving him 
water out of his canteen. After several hours 
of suffering the unknown wounded soldier got 
on his hands and feet, crawled for a distance 
of eight or ten feet, then lay down, suddenly 
turned on his back and in a moment 
was dead. As he had started 
to crawl along a little book of 
Psalms dropped from his breast. It was 
stained with blood from the wound. This 
little book Baldwin picked up and kept asa 
mementoofthe day’s sad experiences. It 
contained the evidence of the identity of the 
dead Union soldier, Frank McNary. Baldwin 
saw him buried, andhe thinks he could re- 
turn to the exact spot to-day. 

Mr. Baldwin has returned the book of 
Psalms to McNary’s relatives. After picking 
it up he had written on the fiy sheet the fol- 
lowing memorandum:

The fireman supped 
down between theengine and tender, and 
was jammed between both. The imprisoned 
fireman was frightfully scalded by the escap- 
ing steam. The other persons injured were 
Conductor Jones and Brakeman Riordan; the 
former was bruised and shocked, and the lat- 
ter badly injured. The locomotive was bad- 
ly wrecked, and the two cars were wedged 
together and badly splintered. The few pas- 
sengers on board miraculously escaped in- 
jury. \

FOURTH ST. 
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BLACK AS A NEGRO. 


The Peculiar and Fatal Case at the New 
York Presbyterian Hospital. 

New York, May 18.—Henry Welch, a white 
man, whose skin had turned black, and whose 
case had been watched with the greatest in- 
terest by the physicians at the Presbyterian 
Hospital, where he has been since May 6, 
died at the institution yesterday. One ofthe 
house physicians had just spoken to him and 
had been answered in a perfectly rational 
manner without any evidence of impending 
dea th and then had turned to the next to 
speak to another patient. Half a minute 
later the doctor happened to glance at Welch 
and found that he was dead. 

Welch’s case is one of the most remarkable 
on record. He was 50 years old and was born 
in County Down, Ireland, of white parents. 
Thirty-five years ago he came to America and 
obtained employment asa waiter. Fourteen 
years ago he arrived in New York and soon 
after married. He had four children, all of 
whom are alive, but his wife died three years 


ago. 

About the first of the present year Welch 
began to have severe intermittent pains in 
his stomach, and several physicians to whom 
he applied could give him no relief. Then he 
commenced to feel constantly languid and to 
assume a bilious look. In January his skin 
turned yellow, as though from jaundice. This 
continued until Welch might easily 
have been mistaken for a quad- 
roon. Six weeks later he had 
the appearance of a mulatto. His case was 
diagnosed by doctors as hypertrophic cir- 
rhosis, or liver disease. He entered the hos- 
pital May 6, and after that continued to grow 
darker in color. When he died his entire skin 
was black. His two little girls arrived at 
the hospital yesterday with their grand- 
mother one hour after the father’s death. 
They are remarkably pretty children and as 
white as the offspring of any white people. 
The dead man’s little sons are as white as 
their sisters. The disease of which Welch 
died was seated inthe gall duct, which con- 
nects the gall bladder with the liver, which 
in turn is supplied with the Dile neces- 
sary for digestion. The gall duct is very 
small, and in passing through the. duct the 
gall stone sometimes tears the walls of the 
ducts causing great pain. Of Welch’s case 
the physicians say the gall stone became 
lodged in the duct and the bile not being able 
to ow through the duct was forced

The ‘‘motive and cue for action’’ which 


More than two-thirds of the area of our 
States and Territories lies west of the Mis- 
sissippi. This trans-Mississippi region 
already contains 16,500,000, or more than 
one-fourth of the total population of the 
United States. Making the most libera 
deduction for arid or mountainous tracts, 
it contains more land capable of sustaining 
a dense population than there is East of the 
river, and all except a few comparatively 
small tracts of this best land is in 
a great body in the region between the 
Rockies and the river, three-fourths of it 
nearer to St. Louis than to any other lead- 
ing city, and destined before long to con- 
tain as dense a population as that which 
now counts 46,000,000 in the States East of 
the river. 
A large part of the increase of the huge 
population Hast of the river is annually 
added to the natural increase on our side 
by the Westward migration, which must 
in the future be concentrated principally 
upon the trans-Mississippi districts imme- 
diately tributary to St. Louis. 

The same natural laws that made St. 
Louis the great commercial center of the 
Valley Stateson both sides of the river, 
will operate with increasing force as those 
West of the river increase in population, 
as they are bound to do henceforth. 
Probably in less than ten years she will be 
required to double the aggregate output of 
her manufactures and exchange goods for 
more than twice the amount of country 
products she handles now. It is simply 
a question whether her people will be 
equal to the requirement or not. 

We fully believe that they are awake to 
their opportunities and have enough local 
patriotism and enough proper pride in the 
advancement of their city to meet all the 
requirements of the situation. Before the 
West half of the Valley contains as many 
people as now inhabit the East half, a new 
and immense trade with Mexico will be in 
full course of development, and the con- 
trast between the St. Louis of to-day and 
the Bt.

Characteristic Close of a Laughable Ope- 
ratio Season—The Stranded Singers 
Talk Plainly About Manager Locke and 
Miss Juch—A Poverty Handicap” to 
New York—Depot Scenes.

All Besidents of the Chickasaw Nation 
Must Show Permits or Go. 

GAINESVILLE, Tex., May 18.—Judge Overton 
Love, national agent for the Chickasaw Gov- 
ernment, was in the city to-day en route to 
Washington City to see the President on im- 
portant affairs connected with the Chicka- 
saw Nation. Judge Love is the leading citi- 
gen of his Government. Heis an able law: 
yer, a learned judge and a most shrewd 
diplomat, and what he wills is done by his 
people, who look upon him to a certain de- 
gree as a supernatural being. The Judge 
made up his mind some time ago that the 
non-citizens living in his country who re- 
fused to pay permit tax to his government 
should be ejected from that nation, 
and in accordance with his wishes not only 
has his own Government decided to act in 
the premises, but the United States Govern- 
ment has been brought to aid in the unpleas- 
ant task ofejectinga man from house and 
home and banishing him to other lands with 
the injunction not to return. Ooncerning 
this ejectment question the Judge sald while 
here this morning: 

„This is the last day allowed deli- 
quents by the Governor to pay up their

nor ENFORCIBLE 


The Opinion Handed Down in an Action 
Brought{by the American Preservers Co. 
—Suit Filed Against the Samuel Cup- 

Co. for a Large 


Amount—A Land Case.

Preservers Co. against the Taylor Manufact- 
uring Oo. For years prior to 1888 the Taylor 
Co. had been making extracts, preserves 
and fruit butters on North Broadway, 
but the tempter came and the American 
Preservers Trust bought them out for $17,750, 
payable part cash and the balance in Trust 


certificates. The Taylor Company agreed not 
to go into business again in this 
country for twenty-five years or 
until the trust died, In 1890 


the company did gointo business again and 
when the American Preservers Co. brought 
suit toenjoin them they claimed that the 
agreement only bound those three stock - 
holders who had signed it. As the trust 
did notallege that the company was bound 
by the action of those stockholders it was 
compelled to file another petition and the 
Taylor Oo, then replied, saying that even if 
the company was bound by the agreement, 
such contracts were unlawful tn this State. 
On this demurrer Judge Thayer rules and 
says: 

‘‘'The question now before tne court is 
whether a business corporation organized 
under the laws of this State has the right to 
become a member of such an association or 
to appoint agents with such extensive 
powers, and that inquiry must be answered 
in the negative. The ultimate question is 
whether the covenant to discontinue one 
branch of its business made under the cir- 
cumstances and for the considerations dis- 
closed by the bill can be enforced in 
equity against the defendant corporation. 
As the case is stated in the bill the only fair 
pretense that there seems to be for seeking 
equitable relief is the fact that the Taylor 
Manufacturing Oo. still retain the money 
that it received for the transfer of its manu- 
facturing plant. But it must be borne in 
mind, as heretofore shown, that the money 
so received for the transfer ofits plant was 
not by any means the sole consideration 
upon which it covenanted to discontinue the 
manufacture and sale of preserves. One of 
the inducements held out to it for entering 
into that covenant was the advantage that 
would result toitas toits stockholders from 
its becoming a member ofthe trust, and 
enlarging the sphere of its operations through 
the agency of that organization, but as it now 
appears, the defendant company had no right 
to become a member of the trust, and all its 
acts done in that behalf were ultra vires, if 
not positively illegal. 

In view of the unlawful character of the 
transaction out of which the covenant arises 
Iconclude that a court of equity would not 
be warranted in enforcing it by injunction 
even though the defendant company has re- 
ceived and still retainsa portion of the con- 
sideration which induced itto execute the 
covenant. The demurrer tothe bill accord- 
ingly sustained. 


Cupples Woodenware Co. Sued. 


The suit of Charles A. Hotchkiss against the 
Samuel Cupples Woodenware Co., for an 
alleged violation of the patent laws, 
has deen called for trial in the 
United States District Court. Hotch- 
kiss claims the defendant company 
has placed the word ‘‘patented’’ on a rope 
reel sold by the concern when in fact the 
same was not patented at the time. The 
statutes of the United States regarding the 
word state that any citizen who should dis- 
cover that the word!“ patent“ was being used 
on any article and that such is not 
the case can bring suit against the parties 
making use of the word, and if they are 
found guilty they shall be fined $100 for each 
offense, and the informant or party bringing 
the suit shall receive half the fine and the 
United States the other half. Hotchkiss 
mentions 1,420 separate and distinct offenses, 
and asks for $142,000 judgment against the 
defendant company. 


A Land Suit Dismissed. 


The suit ot Mary K. and Olarence O. Oor- 
bett, Sarah J. Torrence and Ansel L. Brown 
against Ludwig Schaller for possession of 
ninety acres of ground in Sst. Louis 
County, was dismissed in the United 
States Oircuit Court this morning. The 
property is valued at $100,000 and adjoins 
other property, which has been divided into 
lots and occupied by business men of this city 
and their families. Schaller, on producing a 
opy of deed, dated ou 3 1848, half-a-centu 
go, showed tha iiiiam and Edwar 
Brown, of whom the plaintiffs claim to be 
escendants, sold the property to William 8. 
McKee, from whom Schaller bought it. On 
roof of this transfer the p laintiffs dismissed 
their suit.

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WASHINGTON, D. O., May 18, lla. m.—The 
Signal Service furnishes the following special 
bulletin to the press: The weather reports 
show the occurrence on Saturday morning of 
unusually low temperatures for the season 
throughout Michigan, Ohio, West Virginia, 
Western Pennsylvania and Western New 
York. The following minimum temperatures 
were reported: Pittsburg, 386 deg.; Parkers- 
burg, Columbus, Toledo, Detroit, Erie and 
Buffalo, 84 deg. ; Rochester and Grand Haven, 
82; Port Huron and Manistee, 30, and Alpena, 
28. At Parkersburg, Columbus, Erie, Port 
Huron and Manistee, these temperatures 
were from 2to4 deg. lower than any pre- 
viously recorded by this service during the 
second decade of May. 

Killing frosts occurred generally through 
Michigan and Northern Obio and light frosts 
in the other districts named. Minimum tem- 
peratures of % and 42 deg. were reported 
thismorning from Lynchburg and Washing- 
ton City, which at the first-named station 
was as lowasany on record for this season 
ofthe year. No frosts were reported by ob- 
servers of this service from the Middle Atlan- 
tic States and New England. 

IN ILLINOIS. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 18.—The weather 
crop bulletin of the Illinois Weather Service 
says: The temperature of the last week has 
been about the normal throughout the State. 
Light frosts occurred, but so far as can be 
learned did but little damage. The percent- 
age of sunshine was above a seasonable aver- 
age. The amount of precipitation of the last 
week was below the normal. 


FROST IN NEW YORK. 
WATERTOWN, N. Y., May 18.—There was a 
heavy frost at Copenhagen, Lewis County, 
and in that vicinity Saturday night, thick ice 
having formed on all quiet water. Other re- 
ports of frosts are made from various points 
in this section.

The Cattlemen Now Hold Undisputed 
Possession. 


ARKANSAS OCiTy, Kan., May 18.—A Post- 
DIsPaTCH correspondent has just returned 
from a trip through the Cherokee strip. The 
entire eastern half of the strip isin the pos- 
session of cattlemen, and immense herds of 
cattle can be seen in every direction. There 
are now noless than 40,000 head of cattle in 
the strip, and from one to three train loads 
are being unloaded daily at Ponca, Chillocco 
and Willow Springs. The freight bills for 
cattle unloaded at Ponca alone during the 
past month exceed $80,000. 

Several of the old ranch headquarters have 
been opened up, and cowboys can be seen on 
every side. A posse of deputy United States 
marshals are encamped at Willow Springs, 
but they do not make any attempt to keep 
the cattlemen out. Their eyesight is very 
poor when it comes to looking for cows or 
cowboys. 

Unless some prompt and decisive action is 
taken by the department, the cattlemen will 
have possession of the entire outlet within 
thirty days, and more cattle will be pastur- 
ing there than there were a year ago when 
the President ordered them out.

THE B’NAI B'RITE. 


To-Day’s Session of the Convention Taken 
Up With Committee Reports. 

Chairman Lipman Levy of Cincinnati at 9:s0 
o’clock this morning called to order the sec- 
ond day’s session of the convention of the 
Grand Lodge of District No. 2 of the Inde- 
pendent Order of B’nai B’rith in the hall of 
the Harmonie Club at Eighteenth and Olive 
streets. The business set down for this morn- 
ing was receiving, discussing and acting on 
the reports of the various subcommittees ap- 
pointed last evening to report on different 
suggestions contained in the president’s ad- 
dress. It was not until after 10 o’clock that 
any ofthe subcommittees were ready to re- 


Joseph May as chairman of one of the sub- 
committees to whom a section of the Presi 
dent’s message had been referred reported in 
behalf of his committee, recommending that 
a change be made in the laws of the order so 
that each district have two representatives 
in the executive committee instead of one as 
at present, and that the time of office be 
made two years instead of five as at present. 
After considerable debate, the recommenda- 
tion of the committee was put toa vote and 
dofeated. 

Mr. Louls Newburger as chairman of an- 
other special committee reported recom- 
mending thata committee be appointed to 
revise and codify the laws of the order so 
that they can be printed, and that this com- 
mittee report at the next session of the con- 
vention. The report was adopted without 
discussion. 

The special committee on the orphan 
asylum reported approving the reports of! the 
officers of the institution and complimenting 
them on their work, and recommending 
that a manual traing school be built in con- 
nection with the institution, but in refer- 
ence to the proposition be that $5,000 be 
expended of the building the committee 
recommended that great care be taken not 
to expend too much money ona building 
which was intended for an experiment. 

The recommendation in reference tothe 
amount to be expendedon the building 
created considerable discussion and the 
chairman ofthat committee withdrew that 
sectionofthe report. Thereport was than 
adopted and so was a resolution offered by the 
committee that the amount of $5,000 be ex- 
pended on the building. 

Jacob Goldsmith and Wm. Stix were unani- 
mously elected trustees of the orphan 
asylum. 

The committee on term of office reported 
that the terms of all officers of the subordi- 
nate lodges shall be for one year instead of 
six months, as at present, and that this 
change take effect on the first day of January 
next. 

The report met with general favor at first, 
and the only question was in what language 
it should be clothed. One ofthe delegates 
finally suggested that if the amendment 
passed: a man would have to serve three 
year’s before he could bea delegate, as he 
has to serve one term as vice-president be- 
fore he can be president, and one as presi- 
dent before he is a past-president, and he 
would have to remain a year 
in that position before he was 
made a delegate, only ex-presidents being 
elligible tothe office of delegate. This sug- 
gestion changed the entire sentiment of the 
convention, and the report of the committee 
proposing the change was laid on the table, 

An attempt was made to take it up again 
andj pass it, but the vote was to have it re- 
main on the table. 

At 1 p. m. the convention adjourned, and 
at 8 o’clock this afternoon the delegates are 
to go carriage riding. 

YESTERDAY'S PROCEEDINGS. 

The convention opened its session here at 
10 0’clock yesterday, and a number of the 
past presidents of the order were introduced 
to the meeting. 

The President’s address was then read, re- 
viewing the work of the past year. -Isadore 
Bush, Chairman of the Endowment Board, 
read the report of the board, and the Audit- 
ing Committee followed with an approved 
report of the accounts. 

Dr. Wolfenstein, Superintendent fof the 
asylum at Cleveland, reported the institution 
in amost promising condition. There were 
414 orphans now being looked after, and no 
deaths or serious illnesses had occurred. 
There was $5,000 in the treasury of the in- 
stitution for an industrial school. 

A communication was read from the Har- 
monie Club inviting the delegates to enjoy 
the hospitality of the club and to consider 
themselves members of it during their stay in 
the city. An election of trustee for the Board 
of Endowment was then held, and M. M. A. 
Marks ot Cleveland elected by acclamation. 
The Committee on Distribution of the Presi- 
Jent's Message then re and the Grand 

gea un he afternoon. 

The afternoon session was strictly secret. 
The only business of importance done, how- 
ever, was the appointment of several sub- 
committees to consider the different parts of 
the President's message allotted them. 

At 8 o’clock last the following pro- 
gramme was given at club house: Quin- 
totte, First Movement (Schuman), Messrs. 


Europe. The district grand lodges hold con- 
ventions once a year, and an international 
convention of the Grand Lodge of the entire 
body is held once in every five years.

THE CASE MAY BE BROUGHT BEFORE THE 
RACING BOARD. 


| Peter . Priddy’s Chances for Defeating 


Harry Darrin, the Great English ERun- 
ner—The Myer-Bowen, Oorbett-Jack- 
son, Slavin-Kilrain and Fitssimmons- 
Hall Pugilistic Contests. 


New Tom, May 18.—The WoRLD says: The 
result of the races for the Carleton stakes at 
Gravesend on Saturday and the violation of 
one of the important rules of by the 
trainer for J. A. and A. H. Morris, Caused so 
much dissatisfaction that the Board of Con - 
trol will undoubtedly be forced to pass upon 
the matter. All this trouble was caused by 
the late declaration of Trainer Wyndham 
Walden, that he intended to win with Russell 
despite the fact that Terrifier, a stable com- 
panion and known to be the faster horse, was 
heavily backed by hundreds who supposed 
the race would be on its merits. While it is 
usual for most owners who have two or more 
horses in a race to name the horse 
they prefer to win with, the general 
policy of the Morris stable has been 
to let the best horse take the prize, as was 
illustrated in the contest preceding the Rus- 
sell-Terrifier race, when the Morris horses, 
Oppressor and Laughing Water, finished first 
and second after a hard finish. That state of 
affairs was satisfactory to the public, and 
they plunged on Terrifier, but at the last 
moment Mr. Walden declared towin with 
RusseH, thus breaking one of the Eastern 
rules of racing which says: An owner 
racing two or more horsesin a race may de- 
clare to win with one of them,and such 
declaration must be made at time of weigh- 
ing out andisto be immediately posted on 
the notice board. A jockey riding a horse 
with which an owner has not declared to win 
must on no account stop such horse except 
in favor of the stable companion in whose be- 
half the declaration to win has been made. 

The particular point made is that an owner 
may name one of his horses to win or he may 
not, but if he does it he must declare at the 
time of weighing, and have the notice posted 
so that the betting public may not be misled. 
In this case Terrifier could have galloped in, 
but the jockey was compelled to follow in- 
structions and hold him back, thus permitting 
Russell to go on aud win to the disgust of 
nearly every person present. The stable 
owners are not betting men and no word has 
been said that they benefited in any way by 
Russell’s victory, but the bookmakers did 
and there were not a few who said that it was 
a plece of play engineered by them. The rule 
covering this matter on Eastern 
tracks is wrong and unsatisfactory. 
Betters have little or no protection 
and there is a strong demand to amend it so 
that it will compel bookmakers to put all 
horses owned by one man down as a single 
animal, as the rules adopted by the American 
Turf Congress oblige the bookmakers on the 
Western tracks todo. Anotable instance of 
the opportunies for unfair means under this 
rule was Ulustrated at Monmouth Park last 
July. Two of Capt. Sam Brown’s horses, 
Demuth and Long Run, were in the same 
race. He declared to win with the latter and 
the talent at once made him a favorite. 

It narrowed down toa contest between 
Brown’stwo entries, and when near the fin- 
ish the outsider, Demuth, forged ahead, win- 
ning by a nose, despite the nomination of the 
owner to win with Long Run. Quite a breeze 
was raised about the affair at the time, but it 
never amounted to anything. There is no 
punishment provided in sucha case. This 
rule should be brought to the attention of the 
Board of Control for the Eastern tracks. 
They can protect the betting public by adopt- 
ing the rule in force out West, and it shouid 
be done without delay. Every honest turf- 
goer favorsit. Put the horses owned by one 
person together in the books and thereby 
prevent any further scramble in that direc- 
tion.
